Engineering students can sign

"The Scots have always been poli- 
tical radicals, and radicals in other 
ways," stated Dr. W. Stanford Reid 
n his lecture yesterday on "Burns, 
Scott and the Rise of Scottish Ro> 
manticlsm". Although the Scot 
shows a grim exterior in his tena- 
city in the face of obstacles and in 
his well•kno^vn qualities of thrift, 
he is also a romanticist with a sense 
of himiour, he continued. 

Speaking of the early nineteenth 
century novelist and poet Sir Wal- 
ter Scott, Dr. Reid explained that 
Scott felt compelled to give up writ- 
ing poetry in favour of prose when 
Byron appeared on the literary 
sccn^ considering himself inferior 
to the English romanticist. As a re- 
sult ot this decision, we have, from 
Scott's pen, a number of historical 
novels with an obvious background 
of romanticism. 

Almost all Scottish poetry since 
his time has been inspired by 
Burns. His verse, both in English 
and dialect tells its readers of the 
life ot the simple folk ot Scotland, 
their hopes, their hard work, and 
their Quiet sense of humour. There 
is, moreover, a well-known mel- 
ancholy and reflective side to Scot 
tish writing, as shown by the fact 
that graveyards have at diUerent 
times inspired a number of their 
authors.

Carleton Stanley Resigns 

(Fram tht Winniptg Free Pren) 

The resignation of President Carleton Stan' 
ley of Dalhousie University would under any 
circumstances be an event of importance, but 
the particular circumstances that now lead to 
his departure are such as to warrant an inveS' 
tigation, the conclusiona of which could be made 
public. 

Dr. Stanley, a dietinguished and able clasai 
cal scholar, had been head of Dalhousie for 14 
years. To an outsider there seemed no reason 
why he should not continue to occupy that post 
for the rest of his life, did he so care to do. 
There is reason to believe that he wanted to 
stay, and that the carefully worded announce- 
monta of "resignation" had behind them a deep 
seated quarrel between him and the board of 
governors which eventually led to his choîca 
being that of resignation or dismissal. 

In some quarters it is considered that., the 
principle of academic freedom is at stake. With 
out more facts it is impossible to come to -any 
conclusion as to whether this is true or not 
Academic freedom usually connotes freedom on 
the part of a teacher to express his own views. 
In this ease what seems more likely is that there 
has been a clash between the presidènt and the 
board over policy, and that the former refused 
to yield, in certain matters, to the latter. Whe 
ther this involves the principle of academic 
freedom or not is highly debatable. In such a 
case, such a controversy could arise only 
, through sharply differing interpretations of the 
.relative functions of the president and the 
: board, and this is what makes the case of Dal- 
' housie so extraordinary. 

It is generally understood — and the under' 
standing is soundly based— that there should 
be security of tenure in university circles. Only 
^in circumstances of the most exceptional sort 
should there be any departure from that rule- 
It has it« weaknesses, but its merits outweigh 
them.

Was it just or fair of the board 
to allow a man to serve them with 14 of the 
best years of his life and then see to it that he 
resigned? What issues, or what controversies 
would justify so drastic a step? We do not know 
and nobody ouiaide the principals in the case 
do know. But it represents a precedent of very 
great importance to every university in Can> 
ada, and an .independent investigation of the 
facts would, we Imow, be welcomed on every 
campus. It should not be kept a private mat- 
ter as between the president and the board. 

Who's He? ^ 

Yesterday afternoon thirty-one students 
turned out to hear the candidates for today's 
election in a meeting held in the Union BalU 
room. A week ago The Daily's Campus Poll 
reported that only 65% of>taHiBroup of more 
than a hundred students inténâewed knew who 
this years' president of the Students' Society 
was, aiid that only 47.S% knew what his duties 
are. 

Yet, after the meeting had been duly ad- 
vertised, only thirty-one students turned up to 
hear the candidates for the coming session. Ône 
can hardly be surprised that under such cir- 
cumstances a large number of tlic students do 
not know whom they are electing, and what 
these^ supposed 'representatives of the student 
body are going to do durmg the whole next 
session.

The Editor, McGill Dally, 

Dear Sir: After reading your 
.editorial on future University Con- 
ferences in yesterday's Daily, I 
thought that a few comments on 
the Conference just completed 
might be in order. 

After attending several meetings 
of one of the committees and listen- 
ing to most of tte reports given at 
the final session on Sunday. I 
found the whole conference very, 
interesting and helpful, and I .be- 
lieve that all those who took part 
in it feel the same way. The reports 
were very comprehensive and 
showed ; that ; a.( great deal of hard 
work and research had gone into 
their preparation and i{ this was 
the true purpose of the Conference 
we can say that it was successful.

tinuance of the present inter-fa- 
culty program and also of the 
Athletics Festivals. Tor this sum- 
mers' meeting of the C.I.A.U., I 
would press our . representatives to 
consider seriously the return' of 
inter-collegiate sports for the com* 
ing year if the war continues its 
present trend. 

The president assumes the chair 
of the Students' . Executive Council. 
This is perhaps the most continuous 
duty of the president. The Council 
approves all organization and all 
expenditures from the Students' 
Society funds. Thjs then entails an 
understanding of the. organization 
and aims of the various clubs and 
societies which comprise campus 
life. It is also the- duty or the re- 
sponsibility of the council to organ- 
ize social functions in which the 
student body may participate "en 
masse". This viewpoint has been 
neglected to a certain extent during 
the war years, but more activities 
of this nature may be carried on 
during the coming year. The or- 
ganization of .the War Council, an 



alfcctiya^and vital instrument in the 
en^aîwément of the student war 
^ort, is another commendable pro- 
ject of the Executive Council, which 
should be carried on until the need 
is exhausted. 

"nirough the seeretaiyship of the 
McGill Union and actual residence 
in the building for a year, I have 
made contact with most of the clubs 
and societies on the campus, which 
use the building. An insight into the 
workings''' and the purposes of 
these clubs is necessary for a gen- 
eral understanding of . the features 
of student interest. 

The freshman reception program 
should be more varied, and design- 
ed to Initiate the- freshmen and 
freshettes into the college atmos- 
phere.- This may be accomplished 
by a more satisfactory explanation 
of the history and honoured tradi- 
tions of 'Old McGill' and by a com- 
plete campus tour, led by a group 
of seniors. The 'coming year may 
prove to be the first of the transi- 
tion years in which the campus will 
ibe in constant state of flux. A con- 
siderable amount of post-war plan- 
ning to improve the lot of the stu- 
dent will be necessary. Veterans 
should be encouraged to partici- 
pate to the fullest extent in student 
life, so that 'their college days 
should be as full as possible. 

A most important responsibility 
of the president Is that of represen- 
tation. Tlic president repreients the 
student body to the university au- 
thorities, ' to the graduate society, 
and to the general public 

1 fully realize the responsibUiUes 
that the president has towards 'the 
student body. I have stressed the 
most important of these, and if 
you should place your confidence 
in me, I shall serve the Students' 
Society to the best of my ability.

meals satisfactory and at reasonable 
prices, (c) the reading-room, bil- 
liard-room, and pingpong facilities 
available at all times and in good 
oondlUon, and (d) the ballroom 
ready for dances by campus clubs. 
It must also, beyond these prelim- 
inary conditions, involve the initia- 
tion of improvements, wherever 
possible and necessary. For ex- 
ample, the congestion of the grill- 
room by bridgeplayers at noon-time 
might perhaps be relieved through 
the provision of space elsewhere, 
that there, will be no interference 
with the host of students who wish 
rapid service at lunch.

definitely be on, a coeducational 
basis. He should certainly conUnue 
the laudable practice of holding 
the football tea-dances which were 
initiated this year, and Frlday-night 
informais if there is a sufficient 
demand for them. 

The second part of a Union Pres- 
ident's responsibility is that which 
involves l)|s seat on the Student 
Executive Council, and his part in 
other general campus administra- 
tion. -This work is facilitated by the 
fact that two of his. fellow-resi- 
dents in the Union are the Presi- 
dent of the . Students' Society and 
the Eritor-ih-Chief of The Daily. 
Nothing therefore bars complete co- 
operation between these officers, 
and the President of the Union 
must understand and make full use 
of It. ' 

Finally, he must, like the other 
highrranking student representa- 
tives, perform his functions and 
bear himself at aU times so as to 
reflect nothing but credit on the 
students who elect him.

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fairs and campus activities. The dif- 
ficulties of getting organized on 
first coming to a university are well 
recognized, but this is one way in 
whldi we might lessen the con- 
fusion. A council of this sort would 
I of particular help to girls whose 
homes are not in Montreal. 

As to integrating the Union, great 
progress has been made this year. 
Scotty Watson is doing an excellent 
job in. co-ordinating the various 
clubs and activities, and uniting 
them in the wider sphere of the 
Union as a whole. It still remains 
increase this co-operation. One 
way of doing this might be to have 
fraterniUes officially represented at 
Women's Union meetings. Fraterni- 
ties play an important part In cam- 
pus life, which is aU the more rea- 
son why they should be kept in 
close contact with the Women's 
Union. 

By uniting the women students in 
this way, we can then more clearly 
look beyond the Union itself, and 
beyond McGill to the community. 
The war service program helped in 
this way, and the formation of (he 
Handicrafts group is a partlctilarly 
important beginning along these 
lines. Handicraft training has a 
direct bearing on the immediate 
problem of disabled ex-service men, 
and here Is a concrete opportunity 
of helping in a field which la not 
exclusively confined to the uni- 
versity. 

We must enlarge and unify the 
Women's Union, and thence, through 
it, learn to serve the community. 
This is the policy which I advocate 
as the responilbility and privilege 
of the President for the coming 
year.
